comb is to he constructed, 
and 
when 


your ol>je<-t la to secure 
honey. 
Put 


on 
honey 
boxes 
partly 
filled with 


empty comb, after the 
lower 
part of 


the hive is well tilled with honey aud 
bees, 
and when 
they 
are 
gathering 


honey plentifully. 
When 
the 
first 


box or boxes are full, raise 
them 
up 


and slip an empty one 
under, leaving 


a passage 
from one to the other so that 


the bees can pass, 
as 
bees 
will work 


more vigorously when not robbed 
of 


their stores. 
In transplanting 
comb 
give 
the 


preference to that which contains 
the 


most eggs and brood, putting it in the 
middle of the new hive In about 
the 


same order as it was in the old one. 


Avoid weak swarms 
as they 
never 


gather much honey, and are 
the 
vic- 


tims 
of robbers 
and 
moth. 
They 


should 
be 
united, 
or 
strengthened 


from 
strong 
colonies 
by 
changing 


places in the middle of the day, or giv- 
en a few frames of brood with the bees 
adhering. 
Care should be 
taken 
not 


to remove the queen.

stocks were stronger than the former. 
The weakest Italians, in 
the Spring, 


gave more surplus than 
the strongest 


blacks. 
In good 
seasons 
the 
blacks 


will do about as well as Italians. 


In tlie year 
1871, I got two swarms 


from twenty black stocks, 
and 
seven 


from six Italians. 
The blticks from 


which the two swarms came, gave no 
surplus, while the record of the 
Ital- 


ians is as follows:?Oue 
stockgave two 


swarms aud 
thirty pounds; 
another 


one swarm and 
sixty pounds;

each of the other lour, I got one swarm 
and forty pounds.

contract 


the greater the number of the graves 
the greater the profit on the job. 
The 


soldiers were buried In trenches 
dug 


on the battle field on which they fell. 
It was the business 
of the contractor 


to open 
these 
trenches, 
collect 
the 


bones of the brave, though 
thanks to 


Belknap, 
not forgotten 
dead 
and 


deposit 
each 
skeleton 
in 
a 
cof- 


fin, 
bury 
it 
and 
place 
a 


board at its head. 
Not finding 
the 


skeletons intact and possessing 
but an 


imperfect knowledge 
of the number 


of bones in the human body, 
the con- 


tractor estimated 
that fourteen 
bones, 


great and small, were quite sufficient 
for a soldier's skeleton, 
and 
he 
com- 


menced reburying tlie remains of the 
country's patriots 
on 
this 
estimate. 


For a while 
the work went 
on 
all 


right. 
Fourteen 
boßes were deposited 


in a coffin and buried. 
But it soon be- 


came evident the 
stock 
was 
insuffi- 


cient. 
Some plan must be devised 
to 


eke it out. 
Another 
simple 
plan 


sufficed. 
Fourteen 
pieces 
of bones 


would answer 
the purpose 
as 
well as 


fourteen whole bones, and so the dead 
soldiers' 
arm 
and 
leg 
bones 
were 


chopped in two. Thus the "skeletons" 
were doubled in number and the 
con- 


tractors profits increased. 
Will the 


Los Angeles Republican or any other 
Republican 
paper succeed in convinc- 


ing the wives, 
mothers, 
sisters 
ami 


daughters of the 
brave 
men 
whose 


bones were thus mutilated 
and 
con- 


verted into a source of profit to Secre-
